See Price Boost 
For Western Coal 


CALGARY, Feb. 2.—(CP)—An 
increase in the price of coal mined 
in Western Canada was intimated 
today in submissions made before 
a three-man government board at- 
tempting to settle a contract dis- 
pute between mine operators and 
the United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica (CCL), About 1,000 Alberta 
and British Columbia miners have) 
been on strike for three weeks as 
a result of the dispute, 

Submissions were made before 
the board, appointed by the Alberta 
government, by District 18, UMWA, 
and the Domestic Coal Operators’ 
Association, W. C, Whittaker, sec- 
retary of the Western Canada Bit- 
uminous Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, is scheduled to present his 
associations’ submission later to- 
day. 

“The domestic coal mines cannot 
absorb any increase in wage rates | ( 
and any increase (granted by the 
board) must be passed on to the 
consumer,” Vincent Cooney, sec- 
retary of the Domestic Operators’ 
Association, said in his brief. 

Findings of the board, headed by 
Dr, G, F. MeNally, chancellor of 
the University of Alberta, will not 
be binding on either party, The 
union seeks a basic $14-a-day wage 
for miners at the coal face, a 83-a- 
day wage increase for other miners 
and a seven-cents-a-ton increase in 
the welfare fund levy. 

Mr, Cooney warned that the) 
domestic mines would be hamper-| 
ed to a “dangerous extent” in their 
efforts to maintain the mines and 
to improve methods of coal extrac: | 
tion by absorbing the wage in-' 
creases sought by the union, 

Angus Morrison, secretary of 
District 18, said “it is probable that:

The Plan Works 

After being told that the restrictions im- 
posed on buying in the United States have 
slowed down the rush of dollars across the 
line and built up the reserves of U.S. cur- 


rency in Canada by $53,000,000, the House 


of Commons gave second reading to the bill 
to legislatively sanction the order-in-council. 
The members had heard, from each other and 
from the newspapers, all about the nuisance 
and inconvenience thrust upon the public— 
a good deal of the criticism exaggerated. 
But in the end they found that the embargoes 
worked—and therefore approved the idea. 

It took more than a month to rebuild this 
amount of the lost reserves. This shows 
that the restrictions have only moderately 
curtailed imports, not blocked them to any 
major degree. Before they were imposed 
the reserves of U.S. dollars were melting 
faster than they are now growing. 

Nobody likes interference with the flow 
of trade by fiat. But the alternative was to 
let the country run into debt on trading ac- 
count and pay interest on a fast-growing ad- 
verse balance. It still may be nece&sary to 
use some of the $300,000,000 loan arranged 
for in the United States.

Meanwhile, the stop-gap restrictions are 
working, and the teeny is getting better.

| Zoroa Sanchez, who came to Spain 
from Argentina and was regarded 
as the party's chieftain, and Lucas 
Nuno Bao, his right hand man, 
were executed, Three other men 
sentenced to death received com- 
mutations to 30 years. The others, 
including seven women, were sen- 
tenced to from four to 30 years, 

Testimony of some of the de- 
fendants and the government's 
charges put together a picture of 
Communist organization for the 
preparation and distribution of 
propaganda, a clandestine army, 
radio communication and close 
links between party organizations 
in Spain and France, 

NOTHING CONCERNING the 
trial appeared in Spanish news- 
papers. Only a brief official no- 
tice of the execution of the two 
men was published, 

Some of the defendants were be- 
lieved to have been arrested in 
April, 1947. 

In a previous sweep in Novem- 
ber, 1946, when Zoroa was taken, 
police seized two shortwave radio 
transmitter sets in suburban homes 

Zoroa, a key man in the party 
from the time he arrived in Spain 
in July, 1944, was accused of being 
secretary-general of the Spanish 
Communist party. He did say he 
was a member of the central Com- 
munist committee of France and 
secretary-general of the Madrid 
area, but denied he was the head 
of the party. 

THE PROSECUTOR charged 
that Zoroa as party chief directed 
acts of terrorism, bombing food 
stores, derailing trains and impos- 
ing a reign of terror in the moun 
tain sections designed to discour- 
age the people from carrying their 
produce to markets 

The seven ‘women, who received 
sentences ranging from four to 30 
years, were charged with carrying 
| communications between the party 
|leaders, hiding radios and giving 
refuge to Communist leaders,

Abolishes Color Ban 


NEWARK, Del., Feb, 2—4AP)—

Says World Wheat 
Outlook Brighter 


OTTAWA, Feb, 2.—(CP) — For 
the first time since the Second 
World War the Bureau of Statistics 
yesterday saw a glimmer in the 
grim world wheat situation, but 
everything depends on the weather. 

Short rations will continue in 
1948 for many food-short countries, 
but the bureau sald prospects were 
brighter than a year ago. 

Good wheat crops now are prac- 
tically assured in the Argentine 
and Australia, the two surplus-pro- 
ducing countries of the southern 
hemisphere. In Europe, cereal 
crops are progressing well and no 
serious winter killing has been re- 
ported, In most areas acreages are 
larger than those planted in 1947 
The chief concern is the current 


lack of snow protection over most} 


of the continent and a cold wave 
could alter the crop outlook very 
quickly. 

The bureau said crop reports in 
the United States are generally 
favorable and a wheat crop of 1,000,- 


000,000 bushels or more is con- 
sidered likely. 
Canada's spring wheat crop 


should go into the ground under 
favorable moisture conditions, as 
autumn rainfall was generally 
above average.

Russia Protests 
To Ambassador 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—(AP)—The 
Soviet Union has filed a protest 
note with the United States request- 
ing that American bombers cease 
“Importunate inspection” of Rus- 
sian shipping in Japanese waters, 
the Moscow radio said today. 

The note charged that flying fort- 
resses have been circling low and 
sometimes diving on Soviet ships 
in the Sea of Japan and the Yellow 
sea in “infringments upon the free- 
dom of merchant shipping.” 

The broadcast said that the Soviet 
ministry of foreign affairs, headed 
by Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov, sent the note to the United 
States ambassador, Walter Bedell 
Smith, Friday demanding that the 
United States government “issue 
the necessary instructions . , , not 
to permit similar infringements in 
the future.” 

The radio, quoting a dispatch by 
Tass, Russian news agency, said 
Russia complained that the actions 
of United States aircraft had evok 
ed “legitimate resentment on the 
part of the crews and passengers 
of Soviet steamers.” 

These flights, the broadcast sald, 
are “rude attempts of the Ameri 
can authorities at establishing their 
control of shipping in the Yellow 
Sea and the Sea of Japan, far be- 
yond their territorial waters.” 

Such aerial activity, the radio 
quoted the note, “can be regarded 
only as manifestations of their 
utter unwillingness to reckon with 
the legitimate interests of the mer- 
chant shipping of other countries.”

crop year, 11,275,780 barrels were 
produced compared with 11,687,845 
in the similar period of the pre- 
ceding year 

Production during the calendar 
year 1947 aggregated 28,106,537 bar- 
rels, slightly higher than in the 
preceding year when 27,875,239 
barrels were produced Output in 
the western division totalled 14, 
252,637 barrels, compared with 
13,614,621, and in the eastern divi- 
sion, 13,853,000 barrels, compared 
with 13,760,618 

Wheat jised for the manufacture
